Dr. Valentiner's lecture, delivered at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, reviews 
the characteristics of Michael Angelo's 
personality, his friendship with Vittoria 
Colonna, and its effect upon him and his 
work. He points out how the great 
sculptor's later works show his dual tem- 
perament; compares these works with 
earlier productions toillustrate thechange 
in the sculptor and his power of expres- 
sion in plastic form; and explains how the 
Dome of St. Peter's at Rome is the ful- 
filment of ideas whose promise is em- 
bodied inMichael Angelo's earliest work. 
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
